BECAME A FRIEND OF GRANT 


Stumped St.itc of Virginia IVIirn tho

WASHINGTON, 
May 30.—Colonel 


John S. Mosby, the moat famous Con- 
federate raider of the Civil War, died 
here today after a long Illness. He 
was 
&. native of Virginia and was S2 


years old. 


Colonel Mosby dared death over 50 


years ago whcn at the head of a baud 
of a few hundred Confederate raiders 
he rode up and down the Shonaudoah 
Valley, capturing outposts, destroy- 
ing supply trains, and 
cutting 
off 


means ot communication. It has been 
estimated that he often 
neutralized 


the force of over 15,000 Federals in 
the Valley. 


Born In' Powlmtan county, Va., Do- 


comber C, .1833, and graduated 
from 


tho University of Virginia In Ib52. he 
was practising law In Bristol, Va., 
when the war broke out and he began 
his career In the Confederate army. 
He proved his daring with such sD'oct 
that he became a scout for General 
J. E. B. Stuart and led tho celebrated, 
raid around McClellan's army on tho 
Chlckahomlny. 
In Richmond a year 


later he recruited 
an 
Independent 


cavalry troop which became famous 
as Mosby's Partisan Hungers. 
Tuoy 


became night riders and the terror 
of the Federal troops. 


Mosby's most brilliant exploit was 


(he capture of General Stoughton. Oa 
a March night in 1863 he, with 30 fol- 
lowers, rode 
through 
the 
Federal 


army to Fairfax Court House only 15 
miles from "\Vashfngton, where. Gen- 
eral Stoughton was asleep. Although 
surrounded by an army said to have 
been 17,000 strong the rangers calmly 
kidnaped the general, his staff 
and 


many sentries, and turned them over 
to the Confederate authorities at Cui- 
poper without having lost a maii. 


General Grant once later saved Mos- 


by from hanging, and two foes of tho 
battlefield became 
staunch 
friends. 


Mosby stumped the state of Virginia 
for Grant 
during 
his 
presidential 


campaign, and was rewarded with an 
appointment as consul tit Hong Kong, 
a post which he hold for seven years. 


He next became special land agent, 


for the government In Colorado,'and 
from 190-1 to 1D10 he was an attorney 
In tho Department of Justice. 
The 


closing years of his life were spent 
In lecturing 
and 
authorship. 
His 


home lay across 
the 
Potomac, 
at 


Warrcnton, Va., but he was often seen 
In Washington, his white hair 
and 


strong Roman features, making him 
a plc'.urcsquc figure on the streets or 
lecture platform.

Admli U Sir Georce Somers and & 
piuty of Virgtni.i colonists were wreck- 
ed on the island*,, remaining there sev- 
eral mouths, ivhile they Imllt two small 
cedar pinnace's". In these vessels the 
voynso to the coast was continued, the 
colonists arriving at Jamestown only 
to hml the people there without food 
and on the verge of starvation. Som- 
crs volunteered to return to Bermuda 
to ootiiin a cnrso of wild hogs, which 
were plentiful, but Ills mission ended 
in his dentil. In 1012 the Virginia com- 
pany sent out the flrst party of colo- 
ni'stt, to Bermuda and hoisted the Eng- 
lish flag over the islands, which now 
rank as Britain's oldest colony. The 
Virginia company sold its rights to 
the Bermuda company, -u hlch sent out 
otae: colonists from time to time and 
endeavored to build \ip a profltaou 
commuisir.r for its shareholders.
